Mr. Wesson served six years 
on the Finance Committee and 
12 years on the Board of Select- 
men before he lost his re-election 
bid to Mr. Finegold in March 
1995. Immediately after his 


swearing in Monday night, Mr. 
Wesson was appointed secretary 
to the Board of Selectmen. He 
then adjourned the meeting. 

John Doyle, of 40 Reservation 
Road, questioned selectmen at 
the meeting on the process used 
to select a replacement for Mr. 
Finegold. Although he said he 
had no problem with Mr. Wes- 
son being the choice, Mr. Doyle 
said it appeared the selection 
was “a done deal” going into the 
meeting. He questioned whether 
any discussion selectmen held 
regarding the appointment 
should have taken place at an 
open meeting.

The chief did not have the name of 
the group doing the soliciting readily 
available, but he said it is based in 
Florida with a Florida phone number. 

“They have nothing to do with the 
Massachusetts Chiefs of Police Associ- 
ation,” the chief said. 

The owner of a downtown business 
called the chief last week to inquire 
about the group after receiving a call 
from it, the chief said. The business 
owner did not given the group money. 

The chief said residents and busi- 
ness-owners should feel free to call 
police to check any group soliciting 
locally, whether it is for a police or fire 
group, or any other group.

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Congregation expanding on South Main Street

With a new rabbi on board and new con- 
struction underway, Andover’s Congregation 
Tifereth Israel is looking not just to build a 
bridge to the future, but also a link with its 
past. 


The traditional-conservative congrega- 
tion’s construction project will more than 
triple the size of its sanctuary and give the 
congregation six full-size classrooms for its 
religious school. The additional space on 
South Main Street means the congregation 
will no longer have to rent space to celebrate 
weddings, Bar Mitzvahs and High Holiday 
services. 


“I think (the changes) represent both an 
opportunity for us and a renewal. This was a 
very active and vibrant synagogue in 
Lawrence for most of the century,” said Alan 
Greene, congregation president. “It’s really a 
return to what the congregation had been in 
its vibrancy.” 


Mr. Greene said the changes are also “a 
dream” for some of the congregation’s oldest 
members. 


Rich Maltzman, one of the congregation’s 
vice presidents, said 85-year-old member Sam 
Gerstein, for instance, is “waiting with baited 
breath for the completion of this project.” 

In 1924, Mr. Gerstein was Bar Mitzvahed in 
front the congregation’s Ark, the enclosure 
that keeps the scrolls of the Torah. 


Since the congregation began moving to 
Andover in the early ’90s, this Ark has been 
sitting in storage because the sanctuary is not 
large enough to hold the 14-foot piece. 

The intricately hand-carved Ark will be 
returned to its rightful place once the expand- 
ed sanctuary is complete, said Mr. Maltzman. 


The construction makes Congregation 
Tifereth Israel’s building at 501 South Main 
St. “more of our own place. It makes our own 
place more functional,” he said.

Mr. Maltzman said the construc- 
tion will cost “well above $100,000” 
and the congregation is holding fund- 
raisers to pay for it. 

This past Sunday, Nov. 17, congre- 
gation members sold discount 
coupons at The Mall at Rockingham 
Park and “semi-professional wrap- 
pers” operated a gift-wrapping booth, 
he said. 


“Actually, we’ve been doing it so 
long most of us are pretty good at it,” 
said Mr. Maltzman. “Fund-raising’s 
been going well and I know we’ve got 
a lot of pledges.” 


Congregation leaders expressed 
their thanks to the Andover School 
of Montessori and to Marland Place 
assisted living facility for allowing 
the congregation to use their space 
for religious classes and services. 


Shabbat services will take place 
Saturdays, 9 a.m., at Marland Place, 
Stevens Street, until the synagogue 
is finished.

Although Congregation Tifereth 
Israel is about 100 years old, it’s still 
a relative newcomer to Andover. 


According to Mr. Greene, the con- 
gregation was a Lawrence congrega- 
tion until the beginning of the 1990s 
when members began a multi-staged 
move to Andover. 


Although the congregation had 
thrived in Lawrence at one time, as 
the 1900s wore on, members began 
leaving Lawrence and the congrega- 
tion dwindled to 30 families. 


Mr. Greene said members decided 
to move to Andover when they real- 
ized they needed a Hebrew School 
here to renew the congregation. That 
move appears to have worked. The 
congregation now has around 80 fam- 
ilies, he said. 


The congregation made a full-time 
commitment to Andover in 1993. 

Because it sold its city property to 
another religious group and merged 
with a small Ayer congregation, it

was able to move to Andover and 
renovate a South Main Street house, 
said Mr. Greene. 

Congregation Tifereth Israel grew 
25 percent that first year and its 
school population doubled, he said. 


“We outgrew those renovations 
almost before they were completed,” 
said Mr. Greene. But Mr. Greene also 
notes, “The current building pro- 
gram and renovation program is still 
modest by most (religious group) 
standards.” 


The changes still represent an 
exciting time for the conservative 
congregation, however, and its lead- 
ers are looking to the future. 


“Our goal is to provide a comfort- 
able environment for people to wor- 
ship as people in a traditional con- 
servative synagogue,” said Mr. 
Greene. “The word ‘traditional’ does 
not imply male only. Women have a 
full role in our liturgy.” 

“We consider ourselves a modern 
conservative synagogue and congre- 
gation. We intend to honor tradition- 
al while realizing it’s 1996,” said Mr. 
Maltzman. “We do have a web site.”

More than 150 individuals, families, 
businesses and groups have made 
donations in the first two weeks of the 
campaign to light up the downtown for 
the holidays, and contributions contin- 
ue to arrive at the Townsman office. 

Donations have ranged from $3 to 
$500, with one individual having sent 
in two crisp $100 bills. Some have 
donated in memory of a loved one. Oth- 
ers asked to remain anonymous. And 
in addition to their monetary dona- 
tions, many have been generous with 
their expressions of support for the 
effort. 

Several thousand dollars have 
already been tallied, but more is need- 
ed to pay for the lights and installation 
of cables to supply the electricity. If, in 
the end, more money is collected than 
is needed to cover expenses this year, 
any excess will be put into an account 
for next year. 

Just three weeks ago the Andover 
Center Association announced it 
would not have the usual lights along 
Main Street this year because of prob- 
lems in recent years with the lighting 
contractor. Instead, only a handful of 
trees would be lit in front of Old Town 
Hall, merchants said. 
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Individuals, families and others donate for holiday lights 


Many people in town were disap- 
pointed by that announcement, includ- 
ing some from a group of business own- 
ers and others who have been meeting 
about once a month for the past year to 
find ways to improve the downtown. 
Chip Rogers, Townsman publisher, 
and Lori Becker, president of the 
Andover Center Association, took it on 
themselves to find a company to hang 
the lights, and raised some of the mon- 
ey needed to pay for them. 

The town is paying $3,000 and the 
Center Association has committed to 
pay $2,000. The Townsman, The Eagle- 
Tribune and several local banks have 
also kicked in, but the community’s 
involvement is key to the lights being 
brought back again next year, accord- 
ing to Ms. Becker. 

In addition to the cost of hanging the 
lights, there is an additional one-time 
cost for cable work to feed power to 
them. A total cost of the lighting is not 
yet available. 

How many lights? 

Creative Illumination spent two and 
a half days last week hanging the lights 
on 39 trees along Main Street, from 
Elm Square to Punchard Avenue. 

They used an average of 30 sets of 
lights per tree, according to Hank 


Hockman, owner of the company. Each 
set is about 32 feet long and carries 35 
lamps. That’s an average of 1,050 lights 
per tree, and totals roughly 7 miles of 
light chord and 41,000 lights, all white. 
When will the lights be lit? 

The cable work necessary to bring 
electricity to the lights in the trees is 
scheduled to begin this week. The 
lights may be lit by Sunday, Dec. 1, in 
time to coincide with the Firefighters 
Holiday Parade and the lighting of the 
Christmas tree at Brickstone Square. 
They will definitely be lit by Thursday, 
Dec. 5, and for the Holiday Open House 
downtown on Friday, Dec. 6, according 
to Ms. Becker. 

They will remain lit through the 
first week of January. 

Who’s donating? 

Rosemary Surette, of 83 Chestnut 
St., made a donation in the name of her 
late husband, Ted Surette, who died a 
year ago this past August. Mr. Surette 
worked for the town from 1960 until his 
retirement in 1990, the last six or seven 
years as superintendent of the high- 
way department. 

“He loved the town, that’s for sure. 
He was a native. And he loved the 
lights,” Ms. Surette said. 

Tom and Stella Koravos, owners of 


the former Ford’s Coffee Shop on Main 
Street, contributed in the name of 
Ford’s. 

William F. Walsh Sr. and his wife, 
Eileen, their four surviving children 
and a grandchild donated in the memo- 
ry of their late son, brother and uncle, 
Major William F. Walsh Jr., who 
died just about a year ago. The Walshes 
have lived in town 37 years. 

“We’ve been here all our lives. 
We’re New Englanders. And we want- 
ed to see the town decorated — plain 
and simple,” the elder Mr. Walsh said. 

He said he is hoping for a few 
snowflakes during the Holiday Open 
House Dec. 6 to add to the holiday feel- 
ing. 

The Walsh children are John, 
Thomas, Peter and Nancy Ann. 
Granddaughter Kelly Elizabeth, 8 
months, is the daughter of Peter and 
Susan Walsh of Hidden Road. 

Curious why the McCoubrey family 
of Wakefield donated? It turns out Bri- 
an McCoubrey is president of The 
Savings Bank, which is moving into 
the old Fleet Bank building at 84 Main 
St. His bank made a separate donation 
in addition to his own.

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Tax shift likely to remain the same 


Some homeowners in Andover will see 20 percent increases in taxes 


By Don Staruk 

Selectman Bill Downs told town assessor 
Bill Krajeski Monday that a lot of people who 
live in his Elm Street neighborhood are sure 
to be surprised and distressed when they 
receive tax bills as much as 20 percent high- 
er than last year. 


During the public hearing Monday night 
on the tax classification shift, Mr. Downs 
said revaluation figures that hike his proper- 
ty value from $176,000 to $223,000 might be 
wrong, because he’s spent much of the last 40 


went up in value. The changes range from 
slight decreases in value to at least that 20 
percent increase Mr. Downs was concerned 
with. 


The increase in values means the tax rates 
will drop, even though the amount of taxes 
collected will still increase by about 5 per- 
cent. With the current tax classification 
shift, the commercial and industrial tax rate 
would go from $23.99 per $1,000 of value to 
about $22.61. The residential rate would go 
from $16.41 to $15.51. Selectmen will likely

years repairing rotting boards just to keep 
his house from falling down. 

But Mr. Krajeski explained that during 
the property revaluation performed this 
year, several older neighborhoods like the 
one where Mr. Downs lives, on Elm Street 
near the North Andover town line, were 
found to be undervalued. He said the reason 
is that areas such as that, where there had 
been few sales in past years, have seen a lot 
of turnover more recently. Assessments are 
based on true market values, he said, and 
those sale prices are what assessors used to 
determine the new values. 


Residential and Commercial and Industri- 
al property values rose an average of 12 per- 
cent in the revaluation, Mr. Krajeski said. 
The greatest increases were in land values, 
he said. But he said not everyone’s property

vote the new tax rate at their Dec. 9 meeting. 


The town made an out-of-court settlement 
with Raytheon Company, dropping its prop- 
erty value $19 million, which will cost the 
town nearly $.5 million in revenues this 
year. If selectmen keep the tax classification 
shift the same as last year, at 132.5 percent, 
residents will pay a slightly increased share 
of the tax burden, partly due to that settle- 
ment, and partly because residential growth 
represented a slightly larger share of the 
new growth that hit the tax rolls this year.

After nearly 10 years of hearings, 
appeals and court cases, it appeared 
last spring that the building would be 
razed and a new, attractive 13,000- 
square-foot retail development would 
take its place. But the proponents of 
that plan never actually purchased the 
property, and by June, the property 
was in new hands. 

Aurele Cormier of Andover, and 
Alvin Maillet and Paul St. Hilaire, both 
of North Andover, purchased the prop- 
erty under the name of Barnett Realty 
Trust last summer. Originally the 
three had only requested that the per- 
mits approved last spring be changed 
to reflect the new ownership. But they 
later withdrew that request, apparent- 
ly having had second thoughts about 
proceeding with that previous plan, 
according to Stephen Colyer, town 
planning director. Now Mr. Cormier 
has apparently pulled out of the pro- 
ject, and his former partners are push- 
ing a plan that would raze just the 
front of the existing building and con- 
vert the remainder into a roughly 
10,000-square-foot, single-story retail 
complex. 

The owners, their lawyer, architect 
and engineers have have met with 
planners to discuss their options, and 
Mr. Colyer said what they have in 
mind would comply with parking 
bylaws. Those bylaws have been the 
building’s Achilles’ heel for 10 years. 

What is interesting this time 
around, according to Mr. Colyer, is 
that the developers want to work out 
joint access with their neighbors, 
including the Dohertys, owners of the 
building housing Learning Express, 
and the owner of the strip of buildings 
where the Park Street Pub is located, 
“Which I think is great,” Mr. Colyer 
said. 

For years, planners have recom- 
mended coordinating development and 
use of that property, according to Mr. 
Colyer. It is also something planners, 
business owners and others, members 
of a group who’ve worked for the last 
year on ways to keep the downtown 
vital, have recently encouraged. 

Mr. Maillet said this week he is 
working on the plan described by Mr. 
Colyer, and that he and his partner are 
negotiating with neighbors on the 
access issue. He was not sure when 
they would be able to present a propos- 
al to the Planning Board. 


Tyer Rubber 

The rumor that a grocery store may 
open in the former Tyer Rubber build- 
ing is just that, according to Mr. Coly- 
er, a rumor. 

Mr. Colyer said that at one time he 
had a request by an interested party 
about converting the property into a 
grocery store, but that party has long 
since gone away. 

The building is owned by Scapa 
Group Inc. of Raleigh, N.C., a holding 
company. Russell Nauss, of Scapa, said 
in June Scapa was trying to sell the 
property, and it appears now the firm 
may have done that. The Bruk Compa-

ny, of 23 Main St., owned by Paul Bruk 
Jr. of Andover, has a purchase and sale 
agreement to buy the property under 
the name of Andover Main Street LLC, 
according to Mr. Colyer. 

Paul Bruk III, who works with his 
father, confirmed this week that they 
are in control of the property and are 
considering a number of options for it. 

“At this point it’s very premature” 
to talk about any specific plans, he 
said. But he did say they are looking at 
a combination of mixed use and retail, 
possibly with offices on the upper lev- 
els and retail on the ground level. 

“We’re exploring various avenues. 
We have had a tremendous amount of 
interest in the property,” he said. 

He indicated there is a possibility 
they might have something more to 
talk about in a matter of weeks or 
months. 

Anything that happens there is 
going to be tied to installing a traffic 
signal at the end of Railroad Street, at 
the intersection with North Main 
Street, and will have to be able to sup- 
port those expenses, Mr. Colyer said. 


Walgreens 

The plan by Mr. Paley to bring a 
Walgreen Drug Store to the corner of 
North Main and Stevens streets is not 
merely a rumor, according to Mr. Coly- 
er. 

“They’re actually working on this,” 
Mr. Colyer said last week. 

A conceptual plan calls for Subur- 
ban Health Care to continue to use the 


roughly 8,000 
square feet it 
currently occu- 
pies in the exist- 
ing building. An 
additional 5,000 
square feet in 
that building 
would remain 
vacant for now. 
A new 14,000- 
square-foot 
building would 
be built on the 
North Main 
Street side of the 
property to 
house the Wal- 
greens. 

An informal 
inter-departmen- 
tal review of the plan was held this 
past Tuesday with town department 
heads and the developers. But Mr. 
Colyer said he has warned Mr. Paley 
that this proposal will be “a tough sell” 
due to traffic and flooding concerns. 

“Traffic and flooding were the two 
major topics discussed today,” Mr. 
Colyer said after the review. 

Previous proposals for the site have 
been directed to deal with traffic con- 
gestion at the Stevens Street intersec- 
tion, and on Stevens Street in front of 
Suburban Health Care and the post 
office. 

A previous plan, which approved an 
expansion of the Suburban Health 
Care building, called for an access onto 
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North Main Street just north of the 
Stevens Street intersection. According 
to that approval, northbound cars 
would be barred from turning left into 
the store, and cars pulling onto North 
Main would only be allowed to make a 
right turn, southbound. 


That area is also in the 100-year 
flood plain, as was evident during the 
recent flooding, when water inundated 
the houses to the north side of the site 
and submerged a large portion of the 
lot in question. 

“They’ve got a lot of questions to 
answer,” Mr. Colyer said. 

Mr. Paley is moving forward, work- 
ing on the detailed plans at this point, 
according to Mr. Colyer.

All poets were asked to write some- 
thing about “myths and legends” of 
Andover. 

The 350th Committee is also publish- 
ing a booklet, Landscapes and Legends: 
Poems for the Andovers, which will con- 
tain at least one work from each of 
those participating in the reading. The 
booklet will be available at the reading, 
and in local shops and at the 350th 
Anniversary Store at Old Town Hall on 
Main Street. The price, quite appropri- 
ately and deliberately, is $3.50. 

Mr. Schorr wrote a series of poems 
for the event, one for each month of the 
350th anniversary-year celebration. 
Several of the poems contain refer- 
ences to people, places or things that 
will be familiar to many in Andover, 
including Ford’s coffee shop, Elm 
Square, Paul Monette, Daniel 
Pinkham, Anne Bradstreet, and the 
song, America. 

Mr. Schorr is also just printing 
Songs of Roger’s Brook. Roger’s Brook 
starts near Holt Hill on Andover’s bor- 
der with North Andover and runs 
across Holt and Highland roads, 
through the Phillips Academy sanctu- 
ary, across Morton Street and, now 
underground, through the Park under 
the stone bridge, across Chestnut, 
Main, Central, Brook and School 
streets, Lupine Road, and finally emp- 
ties into the Shawsheen River. 

The Brook, according to Mr. Schorr, 
is named after the sole surviving 
native Massasoit resident in Andover,

Indian Roger. It is dedicated to Dolores 
Dunning, a Native American who lives 
in town. 

Songs of Roger’s Brook is a series of 
dialogues between several natural 
obstacles in the water’s path — a stone 
wall that runs along it, the pond in the 
sanctuary, the bridge in the Park, a 
rock, a crow, a hawk and others — as it 
makes its way through town. 

“What I was hoping to do was enter 
into the spirit of Rogers Brook without 
speaking for Roger. And I thought the

best way to do that was to put myself in 
the position of the obstacles,” Mr. 
Schorr says. 

Mr. Schorr calls his Roger’s Brook 
work “topographical poems,” what he 
describes as being “about the way you 
are out there in the world.” 

“A lot of my Andover poetry started 
in the winter time when I was (cross- 
country) skiing and I was noticing the 
way the land fit together,” he says. 

Mr. Schorr says he writes three 
kinds of poetry: dialogue, exploration 
and poems of reflection. 

Mr. Schorr graduated from Grinnell 
College in Iowa with a degree in 
English, and taught for a dozen years 
at Milton Academy in Milton. He 
became a technical writer, working 
with computer-based typesetting. Now 
he writes poetry full time. Part of the 
poetry, he says, is the typesetting and 
presentation of the work, which he 
does himself. 


“I write morning, noon and night 
everyday,” he says. 

He self-publishes all his own works 
using a personal computer, an ink-jet 
printer, paper from CVS/Pharmacy, 
vellum for the cover and a stapler. 

“T Jove to print small editions of my 
work as close to the way it should be as 
I can — and let people take it from 
there,” Mr. Schorr says. 

He wrote and sold out a book. (“I 
printed 50 and sold 49,” he says.) That 
book’s about Walking Indian Ridge in 
West Andover for the 75th anniversary 
of the Andover Village Improvement 
Society. And he is currently working 
on Designs for Main Street, which is 
what he calls “civic poetry” about 
“civic virtues” and “taking a look 
around town.” Many of his ideas for 
Designs of Main Street came out of his 
work on the poems for the 350th read- 
ing. 


Mr. Schorr has been published in 
Paris Review “and a few other places.” 

Songs of Rogers Brook will be avail- 
able at the Andover Book Store in time 
for Christmas. Songs and other poems 
by a variety of authors can also be 
found on Mr. Schorr’s web page, at 
http//world.std.com/ ~bookmark. 

Mr. Schorr, 51, has been in Andover 
since 1975. He and his wife, Natalie, a 
French teacher at Phillips Academy, 
have two children, Sarah, 19, a student 
at Wesleyan University in Middletown, 
Conn., and Max, a second-year student 
at PA.

Let the 
debate begin 


Finally, a real selectman’s race, 
one in which undoubtedly the com- 
munity will hear the issues debated 
at length. 

Three seats will be available come 
the April elections. Selectmen Chair- 
man James’ Barenboim has 
announced he won’t run. Selectman 
Larry Larsen is running, and Select- 
man Barry Finegold resigned his seat 
this week, having been elected state 
representative and therefore needing 
to turn his attention to that job. 

Monday, the selectmen made a 
wise 4-0 decision in appointing for- 
mer Selectman Charles Wesson to fill 
in as selectman for the remaining 
four months until the election. The 
town charter says in the event of a 
resignation on the Board of Select- 
men, the selectmen can hold an elec- 
tion to fill the spot, or selectmen can 
appoint a person to temporarily fill 
the seat. 

™he selectmen are moving into 
their most difficult time of year. 
From now until spring town meeting, 
they talk money and budgets, and 
assess town needs and priorities. Mr. 
Wesson has been a selectman and 
he’s familiar with the process. It 
would be expensive to hold an elec- 
tion for the one seat, and a new 
selectman would still be learning the 
ropes during budget talks. 

In addition, Mr. Wesson has said 
he is not interested in running for the 
seat in the spring election, and that’s 
the way it should be. He would have 
an unfair advantage being appointed 
to the four-month position if he were 
running for the seat. 

Now there will be three seats avail- 
able at the April election: a three- 
year term being vacated by Mr. 
Barenboim, a three-year term that 
currently is Dr. Larsen’s seat (it 
would be his third three-year term if 
re-elected), and a one-year term, the 
remainder of Mr. Finegold’s time. 

That should pull some candidates 
out of the woods. And when numer- 
ous people campaign in an election, 

the community begins to focus on the 
issues. That’s healthy. 
Let the debate begin!

Differences between men and women

Did you know that men have an 
FIX1 gene, and women have an FLD2 
gene?

We need land for a 
new senior center 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to make a serious 
appeal to the Andover townspeople. 
Although I am treasurer of the Friends 
of the Andover Senior Center, I want to 
talk as a neighbor with a problem. 

I was born and brought up near the 
Shawsheen School, surrounded by 
acres of woods in which to roam and 
loads of space in which to play. Over 
the years Andover has grown to the 
point where space is now at a premi- 
um. 

The present Senior Center, which 
services the almost 5,000 older citizens 
of Andover, is very inadequate. There 
is a foyer, office space and two large 
rooms. One room is used as a dining 
room, and for exercise and dancing 
classes. The other room is used as a 
social day care, a place where frailer 
elders may meet to socialize with their 
peers, and in some cases to give their 
caregivers time to work or rest. There 
is not even a place where people can 
come in and sit and talk together com- 
fortably. 

There is a third large room that can 
be broken up into three small areas by 
sliding walls. This room was assigned 
to the various veteran groups for their 
use, by the town. The veterans have 
graciously allowed the center to use 
this space weekdays for classes and 
activities. . 

For the past few years the seniors 
have been making plans to build a new 
center. Now we are ready to aggres- 
sively begin the processes and 
fundraising necessary to make a new 
center a reality. 

Because the town does not have any 
land for this effort, we must raise mon- 
ey and locate a site to buy. And we 
come to the problem of the site. 

We are having a hard time finding 
land, and as a neighbor I am asking for 
your support. We have looked through- 
out the town for a spot, but the few 
places we uncovered have been quickly 
bought up for cash by developers. We 
are at a disadvantage. 

Three acres or so are needed for a 
building and parking. It must be within 
a three-mile radius of town if possible — 
the closer the better for obvious rea- 
sons, on a street equipped to support an 
additional volume of traffic during day 
time hours (8-4), with a drainage sys- 
tem compatible for a large hot-topped 
parking area, and capable of passing 


toxicity codes. 

We desperately need your help. If 
you have land that fits this criteria or 
know someone who has, please consid- 
er our plight. Developing such a site 
would only benefit a few families, 
while the use of a new Senior Center 
would enrich thousands of lives. If you 
are holding such a property for the 
future, the future is now. Not only will 
the present older community enjoy the 
center, it will be there for future gener- 
ations, and the whole town will benefit 
from the services and activities 
planned for the expanded space. 

Please help us. The Friends of the 
Andover Senior Center group is 
responsible for raising the money to 
undertake this effort and purchasing 
the land.

Fairly recently, the American Dental Association and the § 


American Academy of Periodontology standardized a screening 
test for gum disease called “periodontal screening and recording” 
(PSR). It involves the insertion of a thin, metal probe under the 
gumline around each tooth until the tool meets resistance. The 
depth of the pocket is then measured and assigned a code 
number. These numbers are then averaged to give the patient an 
overall score, ranging from zero (healthy) to four (advanced gum 
disease). It is hoped that Americans will come to know their PSR 
scores much in the same way that they now know their cholesterol 
and blood pressure numbers. In addition, another recent diagnostic 
improvement makes use of DNA testing to identify the genetic 
makeup of the bacteria causing a patient's gum disease, permitting 
the dentist to select an appropriate antibiotic.

Also hopping on the Black Ice bandwagon is 
hockey legend Bobby Orr, an avid linksman who 
has invested in the company and endorsed the 
new club facing which he uses.

said $10 million man Floyd. “My ‘iced’ irons have 
definitely helped my ball-striking.” 

“Having a player the caliber of Raymond Floyd 
believe in your product is one of the greatest com- 
pliments our company and Black Ice technology 
could receive,” said Durant. 

Black Ice Facing is a patent-pending, hard 
ceramic material added to the faces of metal 
woods, irons, putters and soon Persimmon woods.

The Black Ice technology greatly improves the 
hardness of the face, improving the wearability of 
new clubs and restoring both the play-ability and 
beauty of older clubs. 

“I took a set of old irons that I particularly 
liked, but had literally worn out on the PGA tour,” 
said the 54-year-old Floyd.

| the third year in a row, there are 
no changes to either the 5k (3.1 
mile) or 5-mile (8k) Feaster Five cours- 
es this year. 

The Kids 1k will again begin at 8 a.m. 
at Brickstone Square. The 5k starts at 
8:30 a.m. on North Main Street at Bal- 
moral Street, followed 10 minutes later, 
at 8:40, by the 5-miler. The wide start 
area on North Main will allow those up 
front to start quickly, but those in the 
back will have it slow going for the first 
half mile or so due to the crowd. 


Timing and Water 

Timing splits will be given at the 
mile markers. 

Water stations will be just prior to 
the 1% mile point on the 5k, on High 
Street just before the downhill to Hard- 
ing Street; in front of the Townsman 
building just before the 2-mile mark on 
the 5-miler; and on Maple Street, just 
before the 3-mile marker. 


Sights along the way 

Lazarus House staff will have signs 
and music at all intersections and will 
assist with traffic. There will be three 
disc jockeys and three Dixieland bands 
along the course. 


The 5k (3.1 mile) course 

Heading south, the first half mile is 
relatively flat, crossing over the Shaw- 
sheen River, past Shawsheen Plaza and 
through the lights at Stevens Street. 
The next half mile is the longest uphill 
on the course. It finally levels off at 
Elm Square, just past the mile mark, 
and from there it’s clear sailing. 

The 5k course takes a left on Elm 
Street and a quick left on High Street. 
Be careful here as the 5-mile runners 
will continue straight on Main Street. 

After a short downhill the course is 
mostly flat along High Street, past the 
2-mile marker and out to Haverhill 
Street, where runners turn left for a 
fast downhill stretch, go under the rail- 
road bridge then right onto York Street 
for a short, straight uphill finish. 

The 5k runners must stay to the left 
of the cones on High, Haverhill and 
York streets. Many of the 5k runners, 
those who will run eight-minute miles 
or slower, may cee the 5-mile leaders 
pass them on the right along High 
Street and all the way to the finish. 

The 5k runners should also be sure 
to continue straight into their finish 
line, and not turn left toward the build- 
ings and into the 5-mile finish chute.

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The 8k (5-mile) course 

The 8k is the same as the 5k course 
for the first mile to the top of the hill at 
Elm Square. There, the 5k runners will 
take a left on Elm Street while the 5- 
mile course continues straight on Main 
Street through town. 

Just as the gradual uphill begins 
heading out of town, the course goes 
left on Morton Street for one block 
before making a fast, left downhill turn 
onto Bartlet Street. A few blocks later, 
at the Townsman building, go right 
onto Chestnut Street past the 2-mile 
marker and continue straight for a 
short distance before turning left onto 
Pasho Street. 

At the end of Pasho the course jogs 
right onto Summer Street then immedi- 
ately left onto Washington Street. 
Washington ends at Elm Street where 
the course goes left to Maple Street. Go 
right on Maple past the 3-mile marker 
and there, finally, the downhills begin. 

Maple goes downhill to Walnut 
Street. At the end, go left again down- 
hill to High Street, and right on High 
Street. 

From there, follow the 5k course, 
except 5-mile runners will stay to the 
right of the cones all the way in. High 
Street is mostly flat out to a left on Haver- 
hill Street, which begins a fast downhill 
that continues almost to the finish. 

After the railroad bridge turn right 
up the hill on York Street to the finish 
lines in the Marshalls parking lot. 
Women stay to the right coming up the 
hill and turn right into the first chute. 
Men stay straight past the first chute 
and take the second right to that 
chute. 


Training runs 

The last organized training run will 
be held this Saturday morning at 8:15 
a.m. leaving from the Athlete’s Corner 
store on Main Street. The run will cov- 
er the entire 5-mile course. 


Parking and traffic 

Parking will be available at Shaw- 
sheen Plaza on North Main Street (a 
half mile from the start on the course), 
at Doctors Park on Haverhill Street, 
(on the course about a half mile from 
the finish), and at Brickstone Square. 

Andover police will handle traffic at 
all major intersections, but there will 
be detours and delays, and those who 
live along the route should plan ahead, 
according to Bill Pennington, co-race 
director.

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Snow, rain, frozen Wore ie all part of past Feasters 


lIthough race organizers are 

till expecting about 7,000 run- 
ners to take part in this year’s 
Feaster Five Road Race, this 
might be the first year the crowd 
doesn’t break the previous year’s 
record. Entries jumped by more 
than 1,000 last year, from 6,696 to 
7,820, and that kind of growth has 
been typical from the beginning of 
this race. 

1988 

Roughly 400 runners competed 
in the first Feaster Five, held on 
Thanksgiving Day in 1988. The 
race started and finished at the 
Park on Bartlet Street and was an 
out-and-back course, looping 
through the Blueberry Hill subdi- 
vision off Holt Road. 

Ken Pliska was the first winner 
of the race with Amy Legacki, of 
Boxford, taking the top spot for 
women. 

1989 

The second Feaster Five was 
the most infamous, as a New Eng- 
land blizzard had dumped six 
inches of snow on the course by 
race time. 

Ken Mahony, town manager at 
the time, almost stopped the race 
in fear for the runners’ safety, but 
convinced that the runners would 
go out and run anyway, he let the 
race go on. 

Four hundred participants ran 
through near-white-out condi- 
tions. Sam Hilario, of Lawrence, 
and Nancy Corsaro, of Methuen, 
skied and skated across the finish 
line for the top honors. 
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1990 

In 1990, nearly 2,000 runners 
competed, a significant increase 
in entrants over the first two 
Feaster Five races. Race officials 
attributed the tremendous 
increase to decent weather and 
the decision to give free apple pies 
to the last 1,000 runners instead of 
the top finishers. 

1991 

The fourth annual Feaster Five, 
in 1991, featured the same course 
as in 1992, but had dry weather 
and temperatures in the 40s. 

Nearly 3,000 runners competed, 
with world-class marathoner Julie 
Peterson taking first place in the 
women’s division. Guy Sterns 
won the men’s competition, cross- 
ing the finish line just four sec- 
onds ahead of Dan Dillon, for the 
closest finish to that point among 
overall winners at the Feaster 
Five. 

1992 

The weather was much more 
cooperative in 1992, at least for the 
runners, most of whom appreciat- 
ed the light rain and 40-degree 
temperatures. 

“Not very good for walkers and 
spectators,” said Bill Pennington, 
co-director of the race. “But it was 
ideal for runners.” 

Three course records were set 
as more than 3,000 runners com- 
peted, including Johnny Kelley, 
the well-loved 87-year-old 
marathon great whose original oil 
paintings were given as prizes to 
the top men’s and women’s open

The course began at the inter- 
section of Main and Chestnut 
streets that year, wound around 
Phillips Academy and down 
Salem Street to Route 125, then 
back to the finish line in front of 
the town offices. 

1993 

Temperatures were well below 
freezing in ’93, causing the water 
at the water stops to turn to slush 
in the cups and ice to form on the 
roads where the water spilled. 
Despite the cold weather, more 
than 4,000 completed it. The route 
was similar to the current one, 
only it ran in reverse direction. 
And instead of starting on North 
Main Street, the start was at 
Brickstone Square. 

Following the race, a check for 
$25,000 was presented to Lazarus 
House, exceeding the goal set by 
race directors. This was the most 
money raised in a Feaster Five 
event to date. 

1994
